Establishment of Water Farms. 


Hero is an editorial from the Los Angeles Times which has a.;j)ar 
ticular interest for the people i-esiding in the.Covina:yalltjy,': 
i 


Los Angeles county needs a water farm, and needs it sadly. This 
farm will take care of the waters of the San Qabril river and the Rio 
Hondo, which, in wet seasons like that which Southern California is 
experiencing this spring, break loose throughout one of the richest 
sections in the whole Unit(!d States. 


"Wild water from those rivers, as well as from the Los Angeles 
river and the Arroyo Seco, recently ran unrestraimul and cost Los 
Angeles county not only considerable mon(!y loss, but serious discom­ 
fort as well. 
\Vh(in the rivers either overflowed or cut away their 
banks municipalities, corporations and private people sufi'ered indis­ 
criminately. 
County and city bridges were washed out, railroads 
lost miles of track, farmers saw their crops and soil swept away. 
Acres of rich land were gouged out by the rushing waters and the 
Hilt was swept toward the Los Angeles and Lon^ Beach harbors, where 
it ludps to undo the work of years performed there. 


This sort of thing is preventable and must be pn^vented. The 
Times already has told how much money will be expended in "build­ 
ing bigger and better and to last," but something more is retpiired, 
and that sonusthing is water farms. 


The supervisors already have had before them the problem of 
•what to do with the waters of Ihe San Gabriel and other streams. 
I t has been stated that they favor a plan whereby the surplus waters 
can be stored for the use of ranches and citrus groves as the; con- 
stantly-inereasing area of cultivated land dematuls more and more 
irrigating during the sunnner months, 
Tlu! storage of water is no- 
1hing else but water farming, and water farming is absolutely neces- 
Hary in a land which has to depend so larg(!!y on irrigation farming 


m 
Southern California do((s. 
To arrange to store water is much better than to build huge storm 
drains to carry it away. A vast amount of wasted water goes down 
th»i San Gabriel river beds—it has more than one—every W(!t season. 
Up to the present, largely on account of the cost, proper consideration 
has not been given to the jjroblem of conserving that wafer, but if 
would seem to be a sul).ioct that should no longer be shelved. 
County 
oflicials are alive to the fact that the project, although a large one, 
is a public necessity. 


Water farming, which in other woi'ds is intelligent water con­ 
servation, is a mattcn- of siich immense importance that .slipshod meth­ 
ods of dealing with floods such as have obtained in the past should 
be done away with as quickly as possible and the storage of water 
be systomatically tackled. 


Any (llHcussion of' how to keep the 
active, restlGBB child bu8y and happy, 
is attractive to all mothers, and to 
some fathers as well, as was proven 
by those present Thursday at the 
School Afternoon, and perhaps no one 
in the city is better able to talk upon 
the subject than Prof C. E. Tredway, 
the teacher of manual art in our 
schools, who has a quick and under­ 
standing sympathy with the boy who 
must do something and do it right 
away.

The 1^8 Angeles Times of Thurs­ 
day morning contained the following 
story about E. F. Klelnmeyer, who 
owns the great stretch 
of property 
formerly known as Chapman Heights, 
which Is across the Pomona road from 
the Chaffee ranch. 
The article says; j 
A grand larceny complaint, charg­ 
ing 
B, F. Klelnmeyer, 
rallHonalre 
horse fancier and prominent ranch­ 
man of Covina, 
with 
stealing 
a 
blooded Arabian mare, 
later bobbing 
her tall and clipping her mane to fool 
the owner, was issued yesterday aft­ 
ernoon by Deputy District Attorney 
Richardson. 
The warrant for his ar­ 
rest was placed in the hands of two 
county detectives. 
Klelnmeyer 
probably be arraigned today in the 
lower court. 


According to 
Deputy 
Richardson, 
the millionaire on April 6 sold a nu 
ber of biooued horses to the Walter 
G. Mccarty Company of Los Angeles 
^or 15000. A mare answering to the 
name of "Fannie" was included in the 
string. 


Now !t is the custom of the Mc 
carty company to photograph 
every 
horse purcnased by the company at 
the time of thte sale. 
It so happened 
In this case, according to Richardson, 
that a photograph was taken of the 
horses sold by Klelnmeyer to Mc­ 
carty, and it was filed. 


On the 8th Inst., two days after the 
sale. It Is alleged In the complaint, 
Klelnmeyer and a hired man entered 
Mccarty's pasture and stole the mare 
"Fannie," valued at |800. Kleinme., 
Is alleged to have taken the mare 
to his pasture after breaking 
down 
a 
part 
of 
the barbed-wire 
fence 
surrounding the McCarty field. 
He 
Is alleged to have cut the mare's tail 
and mane and turned "Fannie" loose 
in the pasture. 


McCarty declares he first discovered 
the loss of the mare when taking an 
Inventory of his stock. 
It had been 
reported to him before the Inventory 
that Klelnmeyer had been seen In his 
pasture two days after the sale. 


McCarty and two friends' went to 
Kleinmeyer's ranch and looked over 
the stock.- They could not positively 
Identify the missing "Fannie." 
The 
photograph 
then 
occurred 
to Mc­ 
Carty. 
He got the photograph and 
went back to Kleinmeyer's for hn- 
other look. 


When he 
came 
to "Fannie" Mc­ 
Carty gazed at the picture, then at 
tho mare, and his brow slowly wrinkl­ 
ed. 
"It's 
'Fannie,'" 
he cried, "but 
Where's her tall and bushy mane?" 


Klelnmeyer arrived on. the 
scene 
nnd demanded that McCarty explain 
his presence. 
McCarty 
then accused 
Klelnmeyer 
of 
stealing 
the mare. 
Klelnmeyer 
strongly 
denied 
the 
charge, McCarty then showed him the 
picture of "Fannie" and asked him to 
explain. 


"The photographer grafted the tail 
and mane on the horse," said Klein 
moyer. 
"It's a mighty neat Job." Mc 
Carty demanded the mare and Kleln­ 
meyer refused to accede to his re 
quest, and the grand 
larceny 
com­ 
plaint Is the result. 


Anyway thero is 
a 
mare 
still 
munching alfalfa in Kleinmeyer's pas­ 
ture, minus a tall 
and 
mane. 
The 
guilt or Innocence of the millionaire 
horse breeder will hinge largely on 
the photograph 
in Deputy 
Richard 
son's possession. 


Kleinmeyer's araalgnment was held 
before Justice of the Peace H. N 
Wells in Covina Thursday 
morning, 
nnd he was held In bonds of $2000 
which were furnished. 
Th^ date of 
his examination has 
been 
set 
for 
next Thursday at 10:30 o'clock.
